Some of them are re- 
tired workers, some are disabled 
workers and some are the depend- 
ents — wives, children or parents 
—of these people. ‘ 

The rate at which the system is 
mushrooming may be. gleaned 
from the faet that, a mere three 
years ago, the number of county 
residents who were collecting 
checks was only 275. 

-The rise in number since then- 
amounts to 63 percent. . 

- Elsewhere in the United States, 

he average increase in beneficiar- 
ies in the three years was 59 per- 
cent ‘and, in the East North Cen- 
tral States, 56 percent. 

The growth has been the result, 
in great measure, of continual lib- 
eralization of the program, Each 

change made it possible for more 
and more groups to be covered. 

Equally impressive has been the 
rise in the dollar amount paid to 
residents of Crawford County. 

According to figures recently re- 
leased by the Social Security Ad- 
ministration, local residents were 
collecting at the rate of $317,580 
a year, as of February 28, 1959. 

Per recipient, the amount was 
$708 per year, which was a full 
18.5 percent greater than were the 
annual payments just about three 
years earlier, 

By way of comparison, the rise 
was 17.2 percent in the United 
States and 18.1 percent in the East 
North Central States. 

The cash payments to people in 
the county have grown to such a 
size that they have become a mat- 
ter of no small economic import- 
ance. They are now equivalent to 
5.3 percent of every dollar spent 
at retail in the county. 

An important expansion of the 
benefits paid under the Social Se- 
curity system is planned for 1960, 
an election year. A major drive 
in that direction will be launched 
next month, when Congress re- 
convenes. Not for two decades, it 
is pointed out, has Congress failed
